NEW YORK (A P )—The inven 
tor of a top-secret device has won 
the right to trial behind closed 
doors of his suit against the gov­ 
ern m en t for com pensation. 


The decision was handed down 
T uesday by the U S. Court of Ap­ 
peals. 
Dr Otto Halpern. a Vienna-born 
physicist, had been unable to come 
to term s with the governm ent for 
a device he invented in 1941. 


S o secret is the device that its 
in ly description disclosed by the 
Navy is that it “ deals with a m an­ 
ger and m eans w hereby an ob­ 
ject m ay escape observation and 
detection by r a d a r .” 


L ast 
S eptem ber 
H alpern 
filed 
•UU for “ hundreds of thousands of 
dollars” against the governm ent 
for use of the device. 


H alp e rn * law yers said he was 
offered less than $50,000 for out­ 
right acquisition of the device. The 
offer was rejected. 


In rejecting tho suit a federal 
Jttige cited the Invention Secrecy 
Act of 1951, which provides that 
Bo patent can be given for secret 
m ilitary 
devices 
until 
potential 
enem ies of the United States have 
the secret. 
Jud ge David N. Edelstein con­ 
tended the Secrecy Act precluded 
• n j action until declassification of 
Hie invention. 
In T uesday’s precedent - setting 
decision, the appeals court ruled 
H alp ern ’s suit might be tried in 
c am e ra (in p riv ate) before a sin­ 
gle judge “ if in the judgm ent of 
the District Court such a trial can 
be carried out without substantial 
risk that secret information will 
be publicly divulged.” 
H alpert was denied a patent in 
19-45 on the grounds one would

Farm Bill 


Being Pushed 


WASHINGTON (A P ) - Disor­ 
ganized House farm forces rallied 
for an effort to ram a com prom ise 
farm bill through the House to­ 
day. 


It 
would perm it cutting price 
support levels on cotton, corn and I 
rice but allow planting of more 
cotton and m ake changes in pro- I 
g ram s for the others. 


The hill was scheduled for a 
showdown 
vote 
postponed 
from 
Monday, when it cam e to the floor 
under take-it-or-leave-it procedure 
requiring 
a 
two-thirds 
vote 
for 
passage. 


If that fails the bill could be I 
brought up later under m ore lib- , 
eral voting procedure, but House 
leaders have said that is unlikely. 
They urged passage of the bill so 
a 
Senate-House 
conference 
can 
work out final term s. 


Although the bill goes far in the 
direction of lower price supports 
dem anded by Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Benson, final action was 
put over from Monday because of 
adm inistration Republican opposi 
tion. 


They have been driving for a 
vote on provisions of the Senate- 
passed bill, which Benson has en 
dorsed. 


Also lined up against the House 
bill were Midwestern dairy state 
m em b ers disgruntled because no 
milk changes are provided, city 
m em bers suspicious of all farm 
legislation, and diehard 
foes 
of 
any reduction in governm ent price 
supports. 


The 
Senate 
hill 
would 
lower 
price support floors to levels fa­ 
vored by Benson. It also would 
abandon the old parity concept of 
calculating support levels in fa­ 
vor of a new method based on 
average m ark et prices. 


Parity is a standard, based on 
1909 14 farm prices, designed to 
give the fa rm e r a fair price for 
his commodities in relation to the 
cost of things he must buy. 


The House bill stuck with the 
parity system , and rejected the 
m arket price theory of the Senate 
bill. But it also w-ould provide for 
a gradual reduction in price sup­ 
ports and increased planting al­ 
lowances for cotton, corn and rice 
in line with Benson’s policy of less 
governm ent in agriculture.

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Donors Learn Own Blood Type 


Bloodmobile Coming 
Here Again on Aug. 14 


Fayette Countians will have an 
opportunity to replenish the R e d 
Cross blood bank again on Aug. 14. 
when the mobile unit comes here 
for the day. 
It will be set up again at the 
First Presbyterian Church, Market 
and Hinde Sts. from IO a. rn. until 
4 p. rn. The county’s quota is 175 
pints, the same as it has been for 
more than two years. 
The Junior Chamber of Com­ 
merce is the sponsoring organi­ 
sation for the- coming visit of the 
bloodmobile. lh that capacity, the 
Jaycees will be recruiting donors. 
The need for blood donations here 
is pointed up by cold figures. Since 
Jan. I, 482 pints of blood have 
been taken from the blood bank 
for use in Memorial Hospital. In 
the three previous visits of the 
bloodmobile unit this 
year, 
462 
pints have been donated 
When the mobile unit was here 
Feb. 6, 188 pints were given; on 
April 3, 144 pints and on June 12, 
130 pints. Only in February was 
the 175-pint quota reached. 
The 482 pints used at the hospital 
do not take into account the blood 
Fayette Countians received from 
the blood bank while patients in 
other hospitals, it was pointed out.

blood bank stock up, there is a per­ 
sonal reason for giving blood. Mrs. 
Robert P. Wilson, chairman of the 
county blood program this year 
pointed out that those who give 
blood also learn what type of blood 
they have. She put it this way: 
“ Do you know what your bLod 
group (type) is? 
“ It’s IO to one you don’t and 
those odds should be narrower. 
“ You could be seriously injur­ 
ed in an accident and rushed 
to the hospital where minutes 
count. Your life could be saved 
in the margin of time it takes to 
find out your blood group. 
“ We know of one man here, who 
is walking around alive today be­ 
cause that bit of vital information 
was in his billfold. 
“ There’s an easy way to find out 
what your blood group is—Just do­ 
nate a pint of blood for someone 


else who is ill or injured. 
“ The Red Cross, through which 
you do this good deed, will let you 
know in a few days what type of 
blood you have. This information 
you can carry with you always — 
it could save your life. 
“ Meanwhile, you’ll have the satis­ 
faction of having done something 
for someone else.”

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The Outlook for Fayette County Farmers 


Fayette C o u n t y farmers started the 
year with a very promising outlook for 
crop yields and prices, but the situation is 
considerably more cloudy at this time. 
This is due to the wet season which has 
caused heavy damage to the wheat crop 
in this and many other Ohio counties. 
The decrease in the government sup­ 
port price on wheat, of 20 cents per bush­ 
el, along with the weather damage of 30 
to 50 cents per bushel in most cases, 
means a definite downward jolt compar­ 
ed with l a s t year when the quality of 
wheat was good and the price better. Al­ 
though this year’s yield was generally ex­ 
pected to be larger, a loss of $350,000 dol­ 
lars to farmers in this county is regard­ 
ed as conservative. 
The corn and soybean outlook in this 
county is better than the wheat returns 
proved to be, although there is still un* 
tainty as to the final outcome. Estimates 
on the oats, barley and hay crops are not 
very promising. 
One thing bothering many farmers in 
this area is the apparent drift into grad­ 
ually lower hog and cattle prices. Those 
who go into the poultry production on a 
large scale also are complaining of a 
drop in this source of income. 
Dairy farmers are not suffering. They 
feel that t h e i r market and price have 
been steady. 
Despite the weather troubles here, in 
most other parts of the country reports 


indicate that this may be one of the best 
years on record for American farmers. 
The general picture shows farm pro­ 
duction climbing and farm income gener­ 
ally may be well above the $12 b i I I i on 
mark. 
Big production is considered by most 
people to be far better than “famine” 
conditions, but the government cost in all 
this is becoming a serious figure to con­ 
tend with. 
‘ 
It is being pointed out that more is 
spent on government agricultural subsi­ 
dies than on any other non-defense activ­ 
ity, and unless some drastic changes are 
made, the prospects in years to come are 
that federal investment in excess foods 
and fibers will rise sharply. 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson insists 
that overp r o d u ction can be curbed by 
cutting federal crop payments but there 
are many o b s e r v e r s who con t e n d 
that government price manipulation, ev­ 
en in combination with acreage controls, 
do not work as well as had been hoped. 
Farmers are raising more on less land 
than ever before. In recent years it has 
been proved that they will boost output 
whenever they find it necessary to rely 
on volume to compensate for lower 
prices. 
The ideal solution to the farm produc­ 
tion and g o v e r nment support prob­ 
lem has not as vet been found.

Ask the economist and he'll tell 
you more inflation isn’t a sure 
thing yet but a tossup. 
He concedes the threat from the

Rut 
he also notes that while there’s 
n v n t borrows 
more and m o r e 
from the commercial banks 
But 
he also notes tfiat while there’s 
likely

be

around, there aren’t too few goods 
for it to chase — the capacity 
to make more goods is already 
in place waiting for demand to 
call it into production. 
Inflation is no economic theory 
for 
the 
consumer. 
For 
him 
it 
simply means that the cost of 
living goes up. 
lf more inflation is really com­ 
ing for sure, your present income 
won't buy as much. If inflation 
is big enough, your income won t 
buy what you need, let alone what 
you’d like to have if you could. 
If you’re lucky enough to get 
your income boosted along with 
the cost of living, you’re likely to 
just keep even with what in Lime 
can become a losing game 
For the consumer a new threat 
of inflation comes on top of what 
looks bad enough right now. By 
official figures what $1 would buy 
IO years ago, it takes $1.24 to buy 
Bow. If you talk about what a 
buck would buy in 1939 you nave 
to talk now about what $2 will 
buy.

Salesmen of quite a few prod­ 
ucts have been asking themselves 
that question during this economic 
recession. Among them are the 
network television salesmen who 
still are trying to peddle almost 
a third of the fall s«»son’s prime 
evening viewing time. 
We suggested Monday that tele­ 
vision should reappraise its sales 
emphasis on the star theory and 
the audience rating theory. The 
suggestion, 
calculated 
to 
make 
any salesman 
mad 
as coming 
straight from an ivory tower, is 
simply to offer sponsors a good 
show and will be interested in the 
products it sees advertised. 
“ Look,” said a salesman, “ a 
good show doesn t sell itself to a 
sponsor. See It Now was a terrifi­ 
cally good show. Do you think 
CBS would have canned it if they 
could have sold it? The trouble 
isn’t with what networks offer. It’s 
with what advertisers think they 
want.

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Cliborn Wins 
In Hollywood 


Critics Awed by New 
Conquering Pianist 


HOLLYWOOD 
(AP)-Van Cli- 
burn has come and c onq uered 
Hollywood, just as he did the So­ 
viet Union. 
Last week the youthful Texa^t 
pianist played an unprecedented 
two successive performances at 
the Hollywood Bowl. The con­ 
certs drew a total of 38,000 cus­ 
tomers, and Van was paid $10,000 
for each performance. 
The critics were swayed too. 
They raved over Cliburn’s rendi­ 
tion of Tchaikovsky’s concerto, 
which he played in winning the 
Soviet contest. And they were un­ 
restrained in their enthusiasm for 
his Rachmaninoff J Minor Concer­ 
to the second night. 
Commented Albert Goldberg of 
the Los Angeles Times: 
. A 
magnificent p e rformance of what 
is probably the most difficult of 
•ll concertos.” 
before departing for 
a New 
York concert at Lewisohn Stadi­ 
um, Van paused to reflect on his 
meteoric career. Does he feel the 
danger of becoming a flash per 
•onaiity? 
"Very definitely,” be replied. 
There are flash personalities in 
•ny line of endeavor, and I’ve 
got to see that it doesn’t happen 
to me. 
“ For that reason, I have tried 
to cancel everything for the next 
two months. I ’ve got to get off 
the treadmill that I’ve been on, ex­ 
citing though it has been, and de­ 
vote somie thought to my future. 
“ You can’t keep driving all the 
timj. As somebody said, you need 
some time to twiddle your thumbs 
and gather four forces. I plan to 
devote at least seven days to noth­ 
ing but twiddling my thumbs.” 
Though he was proud of his 
Bowl fee, Van said he wasn’t 
overly interested in money. 
“ That’s not what I ’m after,” he 
•aid. ‘There are so many things 
more important than money. Mon­ 
ey is actually the easiest thing to 
achieve. You’ve got to plan for 
the future. You can’t put juice 
back in a squeezed lemon.” 
The pianist declared his affec­ 
tion for California on his first vis­ 
it here, but added that his future 
dates preclude returning for a 
year and a half. Next year he ex­ 
pects to spend up to three months 
touring the Soviet Union, includ­ 
ing Siberia, and two months on a 
tour that may take him to Por­ 
tugal, Yugoslavia, 
Poland, Bul­ 
garia and Romania.

To learn n ore about longstudied 
Mars, famous Air Force balloonist 
Cmdr. Malcolm D Ross and Prof. 
John Strong, astrophysicist of John

Their ascent will be in Novem­ 
ber, when Mars is closer to Earth 
than at any time during the next 
15 years.
